In obedience to law and custom the School Board submit to 
the citizens of New London this seventh annual school report 
under the present town system. This system, its workings and 
management being recently discussed and criticised, we re- 
solved to compare the statistics of the seven years since its 
adoption with those of the seven years that preceded. But 
being unable to obtain the length of school in dis- 
trict No. 6, report dated 1882 and No. 4 report dated 18838, 
we take for comparison the three years ending March 1, 1886 
and the seven years ending March 1. 1893.

The records show a balance of 13 cents per week, or for the 
1128.2 weeks $146.67 in favor of the town system. ‘Thus it 
will be seen that instead of our schools being shorter while the 
appropriations ave much larger as has been represented, we 
are not only having longer schools but more weeks in  propor- 
tion to the amount appropriated than we had during the last 
‘three years of the old district system. 
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We are sorry to report that while some of our teachers have 
done good thorough work, others have failed to maintain that 
high degree of discipline necessary to the success of our schools. 
‘‘Order is Heaven’s first law,’ and should be first in the school- 
room; without it progress is slow and schools are worthless. 
Teachers are held responsible for the order in their schools. 
They have the same authority over the pupils in the school- 
room that the parent has at home and they should always be 
sustained in any just or reasonable punishment they may be: 
called to administer. 

Parents, teach your children to obey their teachers. If 
Johnnie comes home saying the teacher has done thus and so» 
and if he can’t do so andso_ he isn’t going to school, don’t 
encourage him in his wilful comse but for the good of the 
boy, the school, and to the credit of yourself, send him direct- 
ly back and thus impress upon his mind that the teacher holds 
the reins of government, not he. It is wrong to condemn a 
teacher unless it be for something more than minor importance. 
We have employed experienced teachers with only one excep- 
tion, and believe the work accomplished will compare favorably 
with that of former years. During the year a shed has beem 
built at the West Division, all of the houses have been painted 
and the school buildings at Low Plain and Pleasant Street have 
been shingled. 

Two teachers’ meetings have been held during the fall term. 
and one during the winter term. We believe that our teachers 
derived benefit from these meetings. ‘They have the thanks of” 
the Board for the interest which they manifested in them. In 
our future meetings any one who is interested in schools, and 
can offer suggestions for making our school-work more efficient, 
will be cordially welcomed.

It has been the aim of the Board to impress upon the teach- 
ers the necessity of thoroughness in teaching the fundamental 
principles of the sciences. Some of our teachers have been 
thoroughly educated, and the practical, efficient work, which. 
they have done, cannot be too highly estimated.
